Why Roads Need Mere MeiMy. 

Mr. Kratteclitiltt's testimony also bad 
a bearing on the reasons for the appli- 
cation of tlie mads to the Interstate 
Coninierce Commission for a general 
advance in freight rates. Be showed 
that while the prle* of transportation 
baa declined In recent year*, the cost 
of prodndng transportation, like the 
cost of almost everythhiK else, has rap- 
Idly advanced. This he 41Instnted by 
showing that If freight and passenger 
ntaa had increased during the past 
'Wranty' yean in the same proportion as 
avaraflO commodity prices the railroads 
Of the Ottlted States would have re- 
e*lvsd |1,(B4.000.000 more for trans- 
portation in lltl.'i than tliey did receive. 

This saving to the public was cITect 
ed. tn spite of an iacreas* of 03 per 
cent hi the cost Of operaOott of trains, 
by a reduction In the average paasen- 
ger rat* per mil* from 2.04 eenta In 
1808 to 1.98 cents In 1915, a decrease 
of S per cent, and by a reduction tn the 
average freight rate per ton mile from 
8.30 mills Ui 1898 to 7.3 mills In 1915, or 
13 per cent. During the same period 
the cost of operation per train mUe 
rose from-.0'2 cents to $1.78, almost 
duulilliiK. At tiio same time the aver- 
Hge price of 34tt commodities enumer- 
ated In a bulletin of tbe Department of 
Agriculture Increased 115 per cent 
Transportation la practically tbe only 
commodity bi general as* tbat baa not 
Increased tronaodtoasly In price during 
tbe past twenty years, freight and pas- 
senger charges being lower than tbej 
were tw*an^ years ago. 

Big Saving t* Publte. 

If ratee had rlaen proportionately to 
tbe Increase In tbe poet of .other arti- 
cles of ordlniiry ose, Mr. kinittaebnltt 
told the committee, tbe average pas- 
senger rate In 1015 would have been 
2.05 cents a mile, or 60 per cent higher 
than it was, and tbe average freight 
rate would have been 1.21 cents, or 60 
per cent higher than It wos.

"Extortionate charges are a thing of 
tbe past, and under tbe attempt to cat 
rates to tbelr lowest poaalbl* figure 
tbe Interest of the whole public In tbe 
cbaracter and standard of transporta- 
tion la snbordlnated to tbe Intereat of 
that part of the pabUc only tbat proflts
